Test scores show mixed resuQts

Elementary and middle school MEAP 
(Michigan Educational Assessment Program) 
test scores revealed that while most students 
met or exceeded state educational require¬ 
ments, the Romulus Community School 
District still has a long way to go in compari¬ 
son to districts in other Wayne County com¬ 
munities. 

Data released by the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Education last week indicated that 
about half of Romulus students’ math, 
English, science and social studies scores for 
third through eighth grade met or exceeded 
the state average in the subjects tested. 

District officials - while outwardly opti¬ 
mistic about the scores, privately expressed 
disappointment 

Superintendent of Schools Joel Carr, who 
in the past has been an outspoken critic of the 


testing process and the emphasis the state 
places on the final scores, declined to discuss 
the scores in depth, but said the results can be 
deceptive in measuring student aptitude. 

‘There’s so many things that go into this, 
like how many students you’ve tested, and all 
of this stalled in Washington,” he said. “Local 
control has been removed regarding this . . . 
it’s really not fair.” 

In third grade, students were tested for 
English and math proficiency. The results 
showed that about 67 percent of students met 
or exceeded state requirements. Math results 
for third graders were much better, with 
about 80 percent meeting or exceeding what 
the state requires. 

Fourth graders also took English and math 
tests, but the results were not as good. About 
61 percent of students tested met or exceeded 
proficiency for English, while 78 percent did 
for math. 

Fifth graders were tested in three subjects 


- English, math and science. Sixty-six percent 
of students met or exceeded state require¬ 
ments, while 64 percent passed both math 
and science. 

Sixth graders - by far the best performer 
this year - were tested in English, math and 
social studies. About 75, 58 and 72 percent of 
students, respectively, met state require¬ 
ments. 

However, seventh graders did not fair very 
well with only 52 percent passing the English 
test and another 43 percent passing the math 
test Those results were slightly better in the 
eighth grade, with only 48 percent passing the 
English exam and 38 passing the math test 
Sixty percent of eight graders passed a sci¬ 
ence exam, however 

There is one highlight at the elementary 
school level, where the district is having the 
most success: Wick Elementary met or 
exceeded state requirements in 12 of 18 tests 
given

Water rate 
increase is 
unlikely

Boike will seek another term

The longtime Romulus repre¬ 
sentative at the county level will 
be seeking a 10th, two-year term 
on the Wayne County Commis¬ 
sion 

Incumbent Ed Boike, 56, is the 
only person that has filed paper¬ 
work to run for the seat to repre¬ 
sent Wayne County District 15, 
comprising Romulus, Taylor, 
South Rockwood, Brownstown 
Township, Flat Rock, Gibraltar 
and part of Huron Township. He 


was first elected to the seat in 
1988 after he retired from the 
City of Taylor, where he worked 
as recreation director 

“I know it’s considered a part- 
time position, but I really work at 
it full-time,” Boike said. ‘There’s 
going to be a lot to do and we 
expect that it will be a very busy 
few years because of what’s hap¬ 
pening in the district” 

There are 15 commissioners, 
who are paid about $70,000 per 
year The last day to file to run for 
the seat is May 16. 

Boike, who lives in Taylor,

said Romulus is going to be in 
sharp focus for both the commis¬ 
sion and the county as a whole

A recent vote by the Detroit 
City Council to raise water rates 
does not necessarily mean rates 
will increase in Romulus. 

Jerry FVayer, a billing special¬ 
ist at Romulus, said the vote by 
the Detroit council and the flap 
surrounding the methodology 
used for raising the rates does not 
automatically mean rates will 
increase. 

‘Just because they authorized 
a rate change doesn’t mean we’ll 
see it here,” he said. ‘I’ve been 
here 10 years, and it’s not always 
raised. Right now, our rates are at 
$15.09 per 1,000 cubic feet for 
water and $15.95 for residential 
sewers. It’s been that way for two 
years now.” 

Last year, water rates were 
raised by 4 percent by the City of 
Detroit, which sells water to sev¬ 
eral surrounding municipalities. 
Still it’s impossible to know 
whether rates will jump. 

“These rates would be effec¬ 
tive until June 30, and its difficult 
to say whether the city would 
raise rates thereafter,” Frayer 
said. 

The flap about water - and 
who uses it and should pay for it - 
made headlines again last week 
when, in a highly criticized vote, 
the Detroit City Council initially 
approved a 6 percent increase in

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Historic school may close

Without some additional fund¬ 
ing, the 50-year-old St Anthony’s 
Academy in Belleville faces per¬ 
manent closure. 

Parishioners were informed 
recently of the impending threat 
of closure in a letter sent by 
administrators which cited the 
“present urgent state of the 
parish’s financial condition.” 

The letter informed recipi¬ 
ents: “When we did the major 
renovation of the church eight 
years ago, we incurred a major 
capital debt of approximately 
$300,000. Over the last five years 
we have struggled to keep a bal¬ 
anced budget We have been able 
to do so only by not paying on this 
debt and by not making sorely 
needed major improvements to 
the parish proprieties, like the 
parking lot and roof. 

“This year has been particu¬ 
larly difficult for the parish with 
increased utility bills and other 
expenses and below adequate 
enrollment in the school. We are 
now at a crisis point Because our 
total income (church and school 
combined) is not sufficient to 
meet our bills, we will be asking 
the Archdiocese to loan us 
approximately $50,000 so that we 
can meet our payroll expenses 
for the current month. The 
administration commission and 
the council have always made 
choices that support and encour¬ 
age Catholic education. They 


have made budget decision in 
favor of education and youth 
(sometimes to the detriment of 
property upkeep). In light of the 
present cash flow crisis the 
administration commission has 
recommended that to solve the 
parish financial hardship that 
the school be closed.” 

Father Tom Cusick of St. 
Anthony’s said there has not 
been a decision made yet, but he 
would like to see the school 
remain opea 

The school debt has now 
incurred additional interest, 
which brings the total to more 
than $500,000. 

“If it closes it would be a blow 
to us. We love it dearly,” he said. 
“All the parishioners and the 
school families are very sad and 
disappointed to hear this news. 
It’s a very sad thing, but we’re 
hopeful and we’ll just have to 
wait and see what happens.” 

School officials said it was the 
first time they have needed to 
borrow money for normal 
expenses. Income and expense 
projections for the rest of the 
year are bleak, too. A revised 
budget reveals a deficit of more 
than $160,000 for the fiscal year. 

Ned McGrath, director of com¬ 
munications for the Archdiocese 
of Detroit, said he doesn’t know if 
they can afford to pay any addi¬ 
tional funds to the St. Anthony 
Academy. Each school under the 
archdiocese is supported by the 
parish and, when financial tough 
times occur, it is up to the parish 


to close a school or to keep it 
open. On some occasions, the 
archdiocese has stepped in to say 
a school should remain open, but 
typically it is determined through 
the parish, he said. 

“Obviously a lot of people are 
working very hard for the best 
solution on this,” said McGrath. 
“They (St. Anthony’s) have a 
tough decision head of them.” 

The letter addressed to St. 
Anthony parishioners also stated 
that the parish council would not 
support the recommendation to 
close the school. Instead, they 
asked that the commission come 
to the parish seeking additional 
funds. 

In order to meet the yearly 
budget, every family will need to 
renew and keep their commit¬ 
ment to regular Sunday giving, 
families will need to pledge to 
meet the parish assessment and 
each family must consider an 
additional monthly donation 
from $200-$l,000 until the school 
can become solvent again, 
according to the school adminis¬ 
trators. 

McGrath said a decision will 
have to be made within the next 
three weeks so parents can be 
prepared for next school year. 

“Sometimes you get to a cer¬ 
tain point where the tuition is so 
high that people will stop going to 
the school. The student and 
financial difficulties start feeding 
off each other,” he said.

Principal 
readies to 
say goodbye

Al Wilkerson, the principal of 
Community High School in 
Romulus, has seen things in his 
35 years as an educator that some 
people can't believe. 

Students struggling with home¬ 
lessness; teens whose paychecks 
from their part-time jobs are used 
to put food on the table for their 
entire family; drug and alcohol 
abuse; young people who have 
been incarcerated, the list goes on 
and oa 

Wilkerson - who will retire at 
the end of the school year after 
more than 35 years on the job and 
six years at the helm of the alter¬ 
native school - said he’s seen 
some heartbreaking situations. 
But as he enters the final months 
of his career, he’s adamant that 
the way teens are treated in 
school, and in society, needs to 
change. 

“There’s so much violence, 
and so much confrontation about 
things that shouldn’t matter,” he 
said. “I spoke about this with stu¬ 
dents a few days ago, and I told 
them that not everything needs to 
be so confrontational. We need to 
get that into their heads as soon 
as possible.” 

Community High School has 
an enrollment of about 300 mid¬ 
dle and high school students. It is 
charged with the responsibility of 
providing an education to stu¬ 
dents who fall through the cracks 
in a traditional school setting. 
There are some students with 
behavioral issues, but others are 
facing difficult situations - 
Wilkerson said he’s seen students 
who have been kicked out of their 
homes, are working near full-time 
hours to help their families finan-

during the next two years. 

“One of the things that is going 
to be very important for the coun¬ 
ty is getting the Pinnacle project 
under way,” he said. “We’ve been 
waiting a long time for something 
to happen over there, and we 
need to get that property devel¬ 
oped and back on the tax rolls. 
That will help improve the tax 
base of the whole area” 


daily, or who have had to drop out 
of school because of poor grades, 
a lack of motivation, pregnancy, or 
any number of situations. 

He said the vast majority of 
them have two things in common: 
Most are very bright, and several 
have little or no support at home. 

“We’re stepping in for parents 
some time, and it’s hard to be 
angry with them, because some of 
them don’t know what to do,” he 
said. “I have students that need 
things like dental work, and some¬ 
times, we spend a part of our day 
finding low cost health services 
for students.” 

There are many success sto¬ 
ries among the students that grad¬ 
uate from Community High 
School - a fact in which Wilkerson 
takes pride. 

“We have many students that 
go on to college or trade school,” 
he said. “I once saw a kid that 
came to us with a 1.3 grade point 
average, but when he took the. 
SAT, he scored 34. In his first 
semester at Washtenaw 
Community College, he earned a 
3.7 GPA It’s not that he wasn’t 
smart or capable of doing the 
work He had bad parents, and 
our job was to foster positive work 
habits. In this case, it worked.” 


Pinnacle Aeropark - a pro¬ 
posed 1,200-acre business and 
technical park that will be built 
north of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport - will likely begin infra¬ 
structure work on the first 150 
acres this year, according to 
county officials.

But sometimes it doesn’t work 
Wilkerson said he recently heard 
that a former student who he 
thought had dealt with some of 
his personal problems was fatally 
shot along with his cousin during 
a botched drug sale. 

“Those are the things that 
make you really angry, that some¬ 
thing like that happened to one of 
your students,” he said. 

Wilkerson joined the Romulus 
Community School District as a 
basketball coach in 1970. He was 
working toward his teaching 
degree at the time, and hired on 
as a teacher a year later. As a 
coach, Wilkerson led the Romulus 
Eagles basketball team to a cham¬ 
pionship in 1986. 

Wilkerson worked as a middle 
school and high school history 
teacher, and a counselor before 
taking on the principal’s spot at 
Community High School. 

Early on in his career, 
Wilkerson saw that a need for 
alternative education. First, he 
helped created a “night school” 
where students could make up 
lost credits during the evening 
hours. Wilkerson taught in the 
day, then came back at night 
because he wanted to see the pro¬ 
gram succeed. 


hope will bring high-tech jobs to 
the area,” Boike said. “Those are 
the kinds of jobs we need right 
now.” 

Currently, Boike serves on 
several committees as a commis¬ 
sioner, including the environ¬ 
ment, drains and sewers; eco¬ 
nomic development; and public 
service committees. 

Prior to his election as a com- 
missioner, Boike served as a 
councilman in Taylor. 


“I was really worn out, but I 
was 35 years old, so I had the 
energy,” he said. 

The night school concept even¬ 
tually evolved into the alternative 
school. At its inception, the school 
educated about 40 students. The 
program now boasts about 300. 

Superintendent Joel Carr said 
Wilkerson’s retirement is a loss 
for the district 

“Al is a tremendous person 
and has excelled at being a coach 
and especially at the alternative 
school,” he said. “(Wilkerson) has 
worked very hard at making the 
alternative program successful, 
and we wish him all the best” 

For Wilkerson, retiring is bit¬ 
tersweet “I had a good, long ride, 
and I’m proud of what I accom¬ 
plished here,” he said. 

He knows that whoever takes 
his place at the alternative school 
will have quite a task on his or 
her hands. “My staff is as dedicat¬ 
ed as I am, so I’m not worried,” he 
said. 

Wilkerson does have some 
advice to offer, however 

“I always try to remember that 
even if I am having the worst day,” 
he said, “I am often a student’s 
best hope.” 


If more than two people run 
for the seat, a primary election 
will be scheduled Aug. 8.

water rates for suburban commu¬ 
nities, but elected to keep the 
rates the same for the City of 
Detroit 

It didn’t take long for suburban 
officials and state officeholders to 
express their displeasure. 

“I think it was the most knuck¬ 
leheaded, divisive vote I’ve ever 
seen a governmental body take,” 
Plymouth Mayor Dan Dwyer told a 
room filled with state and subur¬ 


ban officials FYiday morning. The 
comments came at a meeting of 
the Conference of Western Wayne 
(CWW), just before the assembled 
group approved a resolution 
protesting the concept 

“I don’t intend to sit by and 
watch the City of Detroit stick my 
residents,” Dwyer added. “I’ll 
speak up.” 

The Conference of Western 
Wayne is a collection of represen¬ 
tatives from communities through¬ 
out western Wayne County. 


Overall, they represent more than 
700,000 Wayne County residents. 

However, things cooled off con¬ 
siderably during the weekend, 
when the Detroit council then 
voted to raise rates in Detroit by 
5.4 percent Council members had 
to make the move after they 
received a legal opinion that indi¬ 
cated an increase that affected 
one group and not another was 
against the law. 

State Sea Laura Toy said she 
hopes the earlier vote would spur 


Gov. Jennifer Granholm to act on 
her bill, which was sent to the 
office of the governor earlier this 
week, as well. Senate Bill 372 
would form a regional water 
authority to provide additional 
oversight for the Detroit depart¬ 
ment 

‘That’s exactly why the senate 
has already approved this bill,” 
Toy said. ‘We must bring fairness 
and accountability to this system 
for all the residents it serves in the 
regioa” 
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Bill gets lousy reception’ 

Officials in western Wayne County - and elsewhere, no doubt - 
have been concerned about changes to telecommunications laws, and 
with good reason. 

Specifically, the threats that have come across their radar screens 
are those to cable franchise agreements, modifications that could be 
put in place by the federal or state governments that would erode 
local control and reduce revenue. 

Nothing has been introduced at the state level yet, but federal law¬ 
makers have been investigating and tweaking the so-called Video 
Choice Act of 2005. Optimistically, this legislation may have a good 
intention: to provide additional choices to consumers. It’s designed to 
allow new companies to enter into the video cable market, but with¬ 
out having to enter into franchise agreements with local governments. 
Those agreements stipulate that the companies must provide the 
opportunity for service to all residents, not just the more affluent 
ones. It sets up a fee paid to the municipality and other services, too, 
and outlines control over access to rights of way. 

The objection from the locals is that the fees are important to daily 
operations - they’ve seen cuts just about everywhere else, such as 
state shared revenue, Community Development Block Grant funds, 
sometimes even road money, while costs have continued to increase. 
They also want to provide equal and adequate service to their resi¬ 
dents. 

It’s hard to imagine where federal and state lawmakers are coming 
from these days. They seem to have no compunction about pushing 
their problems off on to the local municipal leaders and not giving 
them the opportunity to solve their own problems. It’s a shame 
because when residents get upset, they’re more likely to call up their 
city or township hall or attend one of their meetings to vent rather 
than hop in a plane to Washington or a car to Lansing 

Everyone would agree that increased competition is a good thing 
for consumers. We don’t have a problem with opening the door for 
new companies to try out this market We just don’t understand why 
there is a need to create new rules for these companies, rather than 
telling them to follow the same rules that current cable companies fol¬ 
low. Isn’t that common sense? 

Because if new companies are allowed to go about this same busi¬ 
ness in different ways, you can bet that existing cable companies will 
want to do it, too. That will most likely mean court action, which will 
waste more taxpayer money.

Thanks for proving our point 

Regional cooperation? Not so fast 

Just when you think that the City of Detroit and the suburbs can 
finally come together and progress as a region, something happens to 
throw a wrench in the proverbial spokes. 

This time around, it was something near and dear to the hearts of 
all suburban officials: water rates. 

When the Detroit City Council last week approved a resolution 
imposing a 6 percent increase in rates for suburban customers with¬ 
out imposing the same increase on Detroit residents, it proved that 
the system needs to be fixed. 

Sure, the council reversed the vote two days later after a loud out¬ 
cry from elected and appointed leaders in the suburban communities 
and after attorneys for the City of Detroit questioned the legality of 
such a vote, but by then the damage had been done. 

Suburbanites called it a ridiculous move. Many pointed out the

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We’re all in this together 



The world is certainly a different place today 
than it was when I was growing up. 

That’s hardly news. I am, in fact, reminded of 
that almost every day. Most recently, it was at the 
29th District Court in Wayne, where the courtroom 
was filled with teenagers, their parents and prose¬ 
cuting attorneys. 

It’s not as bad as it sounds: it’s actually a good 
program, referred to as a Teen Court They have 
been in existence elsewhere in Wayne County - 
the 35th District Court in Plymouth was among the 
first to start one - and are now being added to 
other courts throughout the Detroit metro area 

It essentially allows first-time offenders the 
opportunity to be heard by a jury of their peers, 
rather than thrown into a sometimes slow and 
tedious juvenile justice system. 

I’ve sat in on sessions before as a reporter This 
one was the first I sat in on as a parent too. I may 
never let my son, Henry, outside agaia 

Granted, he’s only 5 and I’ve always assumed 
that I would have enough time to invest in him the 
kind of character I’d like to see: tough, indepen¬ 
dent self-confident - the kind of kid that won’t be 
pressured into making the same stupid decisions I 
made. I realize now that I may not have as much 
time as I thought 

One teen suspect confessed to trying cocaine 
while she was in the eighth grade. Her current 
case involved marijuana possession on school 
grounds - she had it hidden in a friend’s car. Her 
own father, although it clearly pained him to say it 


described her as sneaky. 

The other case filled me with 
dread. He was a good kid, with 
average grades, active in many after school sports. 
He decided to go over to a friend’s house one 
morning. His friend said he didn’t want to go to 
school that day and the friend’s mom called in sick 
for the two boys, helped them hide his car so his 
own parents wouldn’t see it and then convinced 
them to do some shopping. When he told her he 
didn’t have any money, she told him it was OK 
because he didn’t need any money - she knew of a 
store it was easy to steal from because it was man¬ 
aged by ‘a couple of old ladies.’ 

Needless to say, his case involved shoplifting. 

His mother’s voice caught with emotion when 
she tried to describe the betrayal she felt that 
another parent would do such a thing. My own 
eyes misted a bit What happens when you, as a 
parent, do everything right and then run into 
something like that? 

I’ve always thought that as parents, we’re all in 
this together, so to speak. I thought we all want our 
children to be better than we are, to have more 
than we did, have an easier time than we do. I look 
at my role in Henry’s life to make sure he has all of 
my gifts and none of my hang-ups and I’m already 
fighting the odds because the gifts are few and the 
hang-ups, many. 

Still, I push for it I tell him there’s no reason to

It’s lime to let the ‘sunshine’ in 


It’s that time of the year again. 

We are at the end of Sunshine Week - the time 
when scribes at newspapers do their best to shine a 
light on Freedom of Information (FDIA) issues and 
governmental waste and other sorts of wrongdoing 
so readers know exactly what is occupying public 
officials, and what’s happening in their communi¬ 
ties. 

That’s a lofty goal to achieve; and it’s something 
we should strive for each day, not just for one week. 
Actually, it’s sad that the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors had to declare such a week to 
get us re-focused on our role. 

But Sunshine Week is not just for journalists. It’s 
also for the reading public. That’s because using the 
FVeedom of Information Act - which was created to 
impel governmental and other public entities to 
provide information and documents about their 
activities - is often the only way to get information 
about how publicly-funded money is spent, and how 
resources are used. 

Unfortunately, public officials don’t always see it 
that way. 

I know of two fairly recent examples of how pro¬ 
hibitive it can be to obtain information that should 
have been made public. The first one happened a 


few weeks ago, when I submit¬ 
ted a Freedom of Information 
request to the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department to obtain 
information about the arrest of 
a local councilman. 

For weeks, pleading for information was ignored 
until the interim media director finally provided 
limited information about the arrest over the 
phone. When we requested the report, he asked us 
to officially request it By law, he had up to 10 days 
to provide it He missed the deadline. 

When I initially requested the report I was told 
the department was too busy because of the 
Superbowl. Now keep in mind, we were asking for 
a report for an individual who was already officially' 
charged, so there was no ongoing investigation. 
Plus, the department has the right to redact person¬ 
al information from the report under the law. 
FVankly, I would have been happy if they just told 
me what happened, when it happened and where it 
occurred. 

Another is example is the exorbitant use of fees 
to discourage requests. In Inkster recently, we were

asked to pay $100 for a six-page employ¬ 
ment contract and vacation schedule for a 
now-departed city appointee who was 
playing fast and loose with his work hours. 
This was pertinent because, if the 
appointee was not working when he said 
he was, the taxpayers might not have got¬ 
ten what they paid for 

Now, municipalities are allowed to 
charge a fee to cover the costs of reviewing 
and printing the information. But based 


on the amount of money the attorney typi¬ 
cally bills, and how much clerical employ¬ 
ees are paid in Inkster, there is just no way 
the fee could have been incurred. 

It’s time for newspapers and other 
media outlets - especially the smaller 
ones without deep pockets - to start fight- 
ing for a fairer, less expensive FOIA 
process. No one wants governments to 
bankroll these processes, but when it’s 
prohibitive for us, that means readers 
might not have all of the information 
they’re entitled to. 

Sunshine Week is a good time for us to 
remember that government still belongs to 
the people. The rules haven’t changed.

New programs provide lunch 
and company to area seniors

Marian Bandy has lived in the 
Canton Place senior citizen com¬ 
munity for, nearly four years, but 
on Monday she saw several unfa¬ 
miliar faces in the dining room. 

“There’s a few new ones here 
I’ve never seen,” she said. 

About 45 residents took part 
in a hot meal as the building 
opened a Wayne County “congre¬ 
gate meals” site—a place for 
seniors to gather and eat togeth¬ 
er. 

There are more than 40 con¬ 
gregates in the county, but the 
one inside Canton Place, located 
at Ford Road and Sheldon, is 
only the second in the town¬ 
ship—the Summit has one, too— 
and the first inside a senior 
apartment complex. 

In fact, the Canton Place site 
is one of just a few congregates at 
senior high rises, said Carol 
Scott, department manager for 
the Wayne County Senior 
Citizens Services. Along with a 
site that opened this month at 
Greenwood Villa in Westland, it 
is among the first newly estab¬ 
lished sites in almost two 
decades. There are plans for yet 
ahother site in Belleville, said 
Craig Garrett, spokesperson for 


County Executive Robert Ficano. 

Garrett said Ficano has noted 
the need for servicing the aging 
population. About 1,000 seniors 
and disabled persons get a meal 
every day at congregates county¬ 
wide, he said. The county helps 
process the paperwork to secure 
funding for the sites from the 
state. 

“I enjoy it,” said Cecilia 
Karaschin, a six-year resident 
there. “You don’t have to eat by 
yourself.” 

Most of the tenants at Canton 
Place live alone, according to 
Dianne Bodell, service coordina¬ 
tor for the complex. The program 
provides a great socialization 
opportunity, too, since a good, 
free meal has the drawing power 
shuffleboard doesn’t quite 
match. 

Bandy was so encouraged by 
the program that she became 
one of 11 who volunteered to fill 
plates each Monday Wednesday 
and Friday She said the program 
was good because some resi¬ 
dents almost never venture out¬ 
side their units. 

“You can’t stay in your apart¬ 
ment all the time,” she said. 

“We’re not couch potatoes,” 
added a cheerful Betty Zaczek, 
another volunteer who sat next 
to Bandy. 


She said there were also 11 
homebound “Meals on Wheels” 
seniors living at Canton Place. 
For many seniors, this would be 
the only good meal they receive 
during the day. The menu 
Monday included chili with 
beans, mixed vegetables, 
oranges, com muffins and milk. 

Bodell said she hopes the pro¬ 


gram can increase to five days a 
week to serve the 120 building 
residents and other seniors and 
disabled persons who are inter¬ 
ested. 

“Many of the seniors in our 
building were not getting ade¬ 
quate nutrition because they 
don’t care to cook for themselves 
anymore,” she said. “They’re liv¬ 


ing alone. They don’t always get 
an opportunity to go out and 
shop for adequate groceries.” 

On Monday, there was still 
plenty of room and food left over. 
Bandy said she thinks the pro¬ 
gram will be a success, though. 

“I think once word gets out, 
more people will come,” said 
Bandy.

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Wheel man? 

Police arrest suspect in series of thefts from car dealerships 


Wayne police recently caught up with a 50-year-old 
Taylor man accused of a series of brazen thefts from area 
car dealerships. 

Richard Ezerkis was arraigned on March 9 at the 29th 
District Court in Wayne on charges of attempted larceny 
and as a fourth-time habitual offender, according to Lt 
Jason Wright of the Wayne Police Department 

Ezerkis is accused of stealing tires from new vehicles 
at car dealerships, he said. 

“He’s known for this,” Wright said. “We would go in to 
the dealerships in the daytime, jack up the cars, take the 
lug nuts off and take the wheels.” 

Wright said he mostly targeted larger models, like 
Sports Utility Vehicles. The wheels - rims and all - can 


cost as much as $500-$l,000. 

‘These things are expensive,” he said. “It can be a 
lucrative endeavor and it’s not an isolated problem.” 
Dealerships have reported similar thefts throughout 
Wayne County, he said. 

Police suspected Ezerkis first hit the Jack Demmer 
Fbrd dealerhsip on Michigan Avenue on Oct 8,2005. The 
dealership was closed at the time and he had escaped 
before police arrived and they were unable to develop a 
case. 

“(They) had been hit in the past” Wright said. “It was 
the same M.O. We were unable to develop any suspects.” 

That changed when Ezerlos allegedly returned to the 
dealership for a similar crime weeks ago, Wright said.

Movie showcases comedian 
at the zenith of his talent 



In 2004, Dave Chappelle was 
the biggest comedian on the plan¬ 
et He had a hit television show 
that was breaking new ground in 
a manner that likened him to a 
modern day Richard Pryor. 
During that summer, Chappelle 
organized a block party in 
Brooklyn as a means of celebrat¬ 
ing a $50 million contract with 
Comedy Central. 

Two years later, Chappelle’s 
star has faded due to a reported 
nervous breakdown and rumors 
of drug use. With his television 
show to resume shortly and his 
mental health apparently 
restored, Dave Chappelle’s Block 
Party is a look back at the come- 
dian and what may very well 
prove to be the peak of his career 

The film is a combination of 
concert film and documentary. 
Chappelle’s aim was to bring as 
many of his favorite artists to this 
concert as he could. Kanye West, 
Mos Def, Common, a reunited 
Fligees—performing for the first 
time since 1997—and others join 
Chappelle, who provided his 
usual antics, for a super-secret 
concert Busing in people from all 


over, keeping everything a secret, 
the film looks back at how the 
concert came together, looks at 
backstage antics and all the while 
lets us enjoy the concert as it hap¬ 
pens. 

The thing that stands out the 
most about the film is Chappelle 
himself, as he is just on top of 
everything comedic, while at the 
same time projecting a sense of 
warmth and genuine friendliness. 
Moving from being in front of the 
crowd in Brooklyn to Southwest 
Ohio (Chapelle’s home), and all 
points between, Chappelle isn’t 
trying to be anything in particu¬ 
lar. He’s just Dave Chappelle and 
he’s extremely funny. 

Chappelle didn’t have the 
weight of the world on his shoul¬ 
ders then, it seems. This is the 
calm before the storm that would 
somewhat derail his career. If this 
was Chappelle’s peak, then Block 
Party could be viewed as the 
zenith of just how funny he could 
be. It may be the power of good 
editing but Chappelle manages to 
just be an absolute delight on 
camera every moment he’s oa 

The music of the film is top 


notch, and Chappelle deserves 
credit for assembling such a 
diverse and talented group of 
artists. There’s something to be 
said about listening to Kanye 
West’s ‘Jesus Walks,” while listen¬ 
ing to the Central State 
University marching band play 
behind him, or listening to The 
Roots play in front of an audi¬ 
ence. The fact that he got The 
Fligees back for one more perfor¬ 
mance is something special in 
itself. 

Chappelle hasn’t assembled a 
group of people who were popu¬ 
lar at that moment or who were 
popular for a particular song, he’s 
assembled a group of artists with 
large followings and libraries of 
work. As the film moves from 
artist to backstage antics and 


back again, it’s a collection of 
great music that isn’t played on 
the radio. 

The film’s inherent disorgani¬ 
zation, as well as an awkward 
moment as a member of the 
Black Panther party calls for the 
release of “political” prisoners 
take away from a lot of the posi¬ 
tives and general fun atmosphere 
of the film that Michel Gondry’s 
direction works so hard to culti¬ 
vate. Gondry is trying to carve out 
a niche for this film that tries to 
distance itself from other concert 
films, which as a whole tend to 
lack in quality, but at the same 
time trying to be different than 
everything else creates a lot of 
organizational issues as well in 
the way the film is structured. He 
hops back and forth from point to 


point, trying to establish a non- 
traditional narrative while inter¬ 
jecting Chappelle’s overwhelm¬ 
ing comedic presence. 

On the whole, Dave ChappeUe’s 
Block Party has much more good 
than it does bad. With a great 
selection of music and a comedi¬ 
an just on the money for every¬ 
thing he’s in, it’s an interesting 
look back in time to a period right 
before Chappelle felt the weight 
of the world on his shoulders. It’s 
unlike a lot of other concert films, 
but that’s not a bad thing. From 
Chappelle having a rap battle 
with a Mr. T look-a-like to Dave 
and Mos Def doing a Laurel and 
Hardy-esque routine, Block Party 
is an amazingly profane and 
shockingly delightful viewing 
experience. 
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New cable legislation threatens franchise fees

Municipal officials hope to stave off legis¬ 
lation that would negatively impact cable 
service to residents and hurt city and town¬ 
ship budgets at the same time. 

Members of the Conference of Western 
Wayne (CWW) and local officials expressed 
concern about legislation that is being con¬ 
sidered at the feder¬ 
al and state levels 
that would eliminate 
local control of cable 
franchises and allow 
companies to ‘cherry 
pick’ areas where 
they would provide 
service 

Called the Video Choice Act of 2005, the 
federal legislation would create a national 
cable/video franchise that would allow new 
companies - such as phone companies - to 
enter the video cable market, according to 
Joe Fivas of the Michigan Municipal 
League. One of the problems is that they 
would be allowed to do so without obtaining 
a local franchise agreement, he said. That 
means the local governments would not 
have any control over those companies’ use 
of their rights of way and they wouldn’t be 
able to collect any fees. They also wouldn’t 
be able to control which residents were 
offered service. Typical local franchise 
agreements contain what is called a ‘build¬ 
out clause,' which ensures the companies 
offer cable to every potential consumer in 
the community, not just the well-to-do ones. 


“You’ll have no control over who has 
access to the service in your community,” 
Fivas told the assembled CWW board on 
Fhday. “We’re concerned about that” 

“The cable companies have indicated 
they can make a better profit that way,” 
Wayne City Manager John Zech told mem¬ 
bers of his city council last week 

Of equal concern is the threat to the fran¬ 
chise fees municipalities can levy on cable 
companies that want 
to do business within 
their borders. Marci 
Bianconi, executive 
director of the CWW, 
said that those fees 
bring in $5 million to 
the various members 
of the organization 
from throughout western Wayne County. 

“Obviously this is an issue that is impor¬ 
tant to us,” she said. 

Municipalities use those fees in a variety 
of ways. The City of Westland has used them 
to provide technological upgrades at munic¬ 
ipal buildings - improvements that would 
have otherwise had to come from the gener¬ 
al fund. 

“These fees are near and dear to all of 
us,” said Westland Mayor Sandra Cicirelli, 
who also chairs the CWW. “The City of 
Westland relies very heavily on those 
funds.” 

So does the City of Wayne. Zech estimat¬ 
ed that the potential negative impact on 
Wayne about was $170,000 every year 

‘That’s a huge number for us,” he said, 
“if this is another revenue that goes away, 


it’s like death by 1,000 cuts.” 

Under the proposed legislation, the fran¬ 
chise fees would be paid to the state and 
then doled out to the communities through a 
revenue sharing procedure. 

Bob English, assistant city manager of 
Wayne, said he has been looking into the 
issue and said nothing has been introduced 
yet at the state level. The federal versions of 
the bill, S 1349 and HR 3146, probably won’t 


be the final version of the bill on which 
Congress votes. 

“Until the bill is actually introduced, we 
don’t know what form it will take,” English 
said. 

Bianconi said the CWW would continue 
to monitor the threat, though, and encour¬ 
aged all municipal officials - and state resi¬ 
dents - to write their legislators to encour¬ 
age them to protect their local control.

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River Roundup 

Watershed council plans annual Huron River event

Anyone interested in finding 
unusual aquatic creatures and 
making new friends along the way 
is encouraged to attend the “River 
Roundup” on the Huron River 

The Huron River Watershed 
Council (HRWC) River Roundup 
for the spring will take place from 
9 am to 3 p.m. and from 10:30 am 
to 4 p.m. on April 22. The event will 
check the eco¬ 
logical health of 
the river and 
give people the 
chance to find 
remarkable 
aquatic insects, 
according to 
Joan Martin, 
director of the 
Adopt-A-Stream 
program. 

“We’re look¬ 
ing to see how 
many different 
kinds of insects there are and the 
more there are means the healthi¬ 
er the river is,” she said. “The 
insects are telling us the water is 
clean and a great deal about the 
condition of the stream.” 

“Also, some of them hide under 
rocks to evade hungry fish and 
withstand forceful currents. Some 
even spin out of silk tiny fishing 
nets to get food or to live in and 


you get to see things like that,” 
Martin added. 

As part of the event, volunteers 
with the Adopt-A-Stream program 
at the HRWC measure the diversi¬ 
ty of stream life and the aquatic 
insects and search for all kinds of 
insects that are particularly sensi¬ 
tive to pollution. Monitoring the 
population of aquatic insects will 
then indicate the problems in the 
streams and rivers. Just like 
canaries used in mines, aquatic 
insects are use¬ 
ful indicators 
because they 
respond to dete¬ 
riorating envi¬ 
ronmental con¬ 
ditions before 
humans do, 

according to 
Martia 

“This is 
important for 
the community 
because only by 
knowing what 
we have can we protect it,” she 
said. 

Besides scientific purposes, 
there’s also fun for the entire fami¬ 
ly: 

“I really enjoy the roundups,” 
said Dave Wilson of Belleville. 
“They give me an opportunity to 
renew acquaintances with old 
friends and to make new ones. 
Plus, I find the wealth of little crit¬ 


ters we find in the streams 
absolutely fascinating.” 

“It’s nice to have an outdoor 
activity along the stream where it’s 
scenic and you get to learn about 
the different kinds of wildlife,” 
said Dan Swallow, board represen¬ 
tative for Van Buren Township.
